Just now 
sonsiderable excitement exists over 
four attacks said by county health 
officer Dr. H. C. McRee to have been 
Administered by dogs having the rab­ 
bles. One Jog at Falkville bit a young 
man natned James Wiley of that town. 
An examination of the head of this 
animal by Dr. McRee showed positive­ 
ly the presence of “negri bodies” the 
active hydrophobia germs. Before this 
animal was killed he appeared as one 
of the largest dogs in this section, 
standing higher than • man's hoad 
when on his hind legs. Young Wilsy 
is being given the

treatment 
against hydrophobia recommended by 
the. state board of health, the Pasteur 
treatment. 
Twenty one treatments will be given 
Wiley, The “iiemunizing treatm ent” 
is effected by the insertion út serum 
under both skins of the human body. 
The second mad-dog to bite human 
beings in this county attacked its lit­ 
tle play mates, three in number, the 
children of Mrs. Osborne who lives 
on Bank Street and the owner of the 
ill fated dog. 
Two of the children are twins, three 
years of age, the other child bitten is 
brother of the twins, six years of 
ago.

I LIFE AFTER DEATH

Montgomery*, Ala., August 10— 
Cullman, Ala., in the past said to 
have been renowned for unfriend­ 
liness to negroes, may be legislat­ 
ed out of its reputation, under 
terms of a bill before the state legr 
islature and one which has been 
favorably reported. 
The bill by Senator Griffith, of 
Cullman, would impose a fine of 
$500 on any person frightening or 
attempting to frighten negro do 
mestic servants into leaving any 
locality of the state. 
Years ago a sign was said to 
have been placed in the center of 
Cullman, reading: “Niggers, dont’ 
let the sun set on you here.” The 
sign stood for years and recently 
an anti-negro movement is said by 
members of the legislature to have 
been revived.

‘I have not found it possible to dem­ 
onstrate the existence of a life beyond 
the grave and 1 cannot say that mw, 
including the beloved President Hard­ 
ing, live after death. 
“There is a great directing head of 
things and people. A supreme being 
who looks after the destinies of the 
world. I have faith in a supreme be- 
| Ing and all my thoughts are regarding 
I the life after death, where the soul 
goes, what form it takes and its rela­ 
tion to those now living.
